sistance, such as glass, vulcanized rubber, 
parallinc, etc, 
When covering a wire along 


which nn electric current is passing it pre- 
vents loss of |Kjwerby conduction, ami makes 
the wires heavily charged safer for handling. 


Induction—Tho property by which ono 


body having electrical, galvanic or magnetic 
polarity causes it or induces it in another 
body without having actual contact. 
In 


other words, an impress of molecular forco 
or conditions from ono body on another with- 
out direct contact. An electric curreut io A 
wire induces currents in conductors parallel 
to it.—Boston Transcriut.
